4 DIMENSIONS 

41 The seat pillars shall conform to the dimensions 
given in Fig. 1, 2, 3 and 4. The dimensions and 
tolerances of tubes for sesd pillars shall conform to 
IS 2039 (Parts 1 to 3). 



4,2 The diameter of the portion where the seat clamp 
is to be fitted shall be 22.22 ± 0J2 mm as to allow 
a 22.22 mm clamp to be fitted without any play, shake 
or abnormal tightness. 

4 J N^k of the scat pillar shall be knurled other than 
non-neckcd seat pillars based on the agreement 
tetween the supplier and the customer, 

4.4 Dimensions mentioned in this standard are 
reference illustration only. Final dimensions including 
thickness shall be arrived between the supplier and

5,1 The seat pillars shall be finished smooth and 
enamelled or nickel chromium plated or cadmium 
plated or zinc plated or powder coated. 

SJ»1 In the case of nickel chromium plating ibe 
electroplated coatings shall conform to Service 
Condition No. I (Classification No. Fe/Ni 10 b Crr) of 
IS 1068 with the proviso that p- or d-nicke! and mc or 
mp-chromium may be substituted for b-nickel and 
r-chromium respectively. 

5*L2 In the ease of cadmium plating the electroplated 
coatings shall conform to Service Grade No, 2 
(Classification No. Fe/Cd 8) of IS 1572, 

$.13 In case of zinc plating the electroplated coatings 
shall conform to Service Grade No, 2 (Classification 

No. Fe«n 7.5) of IS 1573, 

5.L4 In case of powder coating — bright/mat finish 
wiii thickness of 50 |i, Min shall be applied, 

6 TESTING 

Seat pillar shall comply with the testing requirements 
of IS 10613 or IS 15533 depending upon the type of 
bicycle application. 

TMARKING 

7.1 Each $cM piUar shall 1:^ marked with the following: 

a) Manufacturer*s name, initials or trade-mark; 

b) Country of manufacture; 
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c) Year and month of manufacture; and 

d) Minimum insertion mark.
